Derzorr, Mich., July 6. —[ Special. ]—Or- 
ganizer Spence of the American Railway Un- 
ion has everything arranged here for a strike | 
of all the organized bodies of railway men in = 

Detroit, except the engineers, and there is 

scarcely a doubt that every railroad entermg 

the city will be paralyzed before noon tomor- 
row. This afternoon they held a joint meeting. 

The situation was discussed in all its details 

and a strike decided on at 10 o'clock tonight 

unless the railroad managers acted favorably 


on the grievances presented. It was decided 
that with the engineers refusing to 
run with non-union men it was 
useless fof them to strike. This 


they readily agreed to. The men also ¢on- 
eluded to strike as individuals and depend 
for support while out not upon their ow-U or- 
ganizations but upon the American Railway 
Union. Grievance committees were at once 
appointed and the meeting adjourned. 

The Michigan Central men immediately 
went into secret conference and decided to 
ask for a hearing from President Ledyard at 
once. He received the Grievance committee 
at his office in the Central Sta tion at 9 o'clock, 
and he promised to give the men an answer 


at 9 o'clock tomorrow morning. The 
station was crowded with sewitchmen 
and tiremen, who dispersed as soon 


as the Toledo train pulled out at 10 o'clock. 
Ledyard is inclined to be unyielding, and 
while the nature of the men’s demands is un- 
known it is not believed he will give in to 
them an inch. 

resident McMinn of the local American 
Railway Upion said late tonight that the 
order was hot to strike at 10 o’clock, but 
that the understanding was that all men were 
to go out before morning, the committeé on 
each road to set the time according to the dif- 
ferent conditions prevailing. 

At 11:30 trains on the Detroit, Lansing 
and Northern and Flint and Pere Marquette 
were moving regulariy, but train crews were 
doing all the handling in the Fort Street 
Union Station yards, the regular men baving 
refused to touch them. All the freight 
handlers went out there at 5 o’clock on ac- 
count of freight from boycotted roads having 
been brought in. It ie understood the switch- 
men and firemen on these two roads will go 
out soon after midnigaot. At the Brush Street 
vepot the Detroit, Grand Haven and Miiwau- 
kee sent out trains after 10 o’clock under the 
guard of deputies, as did also tne Ghicagaand 
Grand Trunk. 

The switehmen and firemen on the Michi- 
gan are out, and the letting go of the Toledo 
train at 10.0o’clock was only a bioff. Trains 
and yard engines moved along nicely until 
about 11 o’ciock, when both bodies of men 
quit, leaving the engineers to wait for the 
union men to appear to shovel coal and turn 
switches.

TIE-UP IS IN FORCE AT CLEVELAND, 


Only Pussenger Trains Running and They 
Are Likely ta Be Blockaded. 

CrevetanD, O., July 6.— [Special. I—At 
sunrise the railroad strike came upon this 
city in all its force and tonight freight traffic 
is at an end and all roads entering this city 
are refusing freight, The mails have not been 
iuterfered with and passenger trains are still 
running with some regularity, Judge Ricks 
has issued a restraining order upon President 
Debs and a long list of loca] railway employés 
prohibiting interference with trains. The or- 
der is a duplicate of the Chicago order.

Gov. Markham, who is in Southern Cali- 
fornia, is desirous of returning to Sacramento.

ENGINEMEN AGREE 70 STIOK TO THE 
VANDALIA COMPANY. 


They Decline to Become the Dupes of 
Debs and His Gang- Improvement in 
Train Service at St. Louis Continue 
Treops Help the Wabash Move Trains 
at Springfield Work Being Done by the 
Alton at Bloomington- Getting in Shape 
to Do Business at Cairo. 

Taunn Hacrsz, Ind., July 6.—[Special.}— 
More Vandalia shopmen went out today and 
the switchmen remain out. All passenger 
trains are running on time and a few through 
freights were hauled today. One hundred 
engineers and firemen sent a committee to 
confer with General Manager Williams. He 
said he was glad they came and that he 
thought there was no good reason why the 
Vandalia and its employés should sever their 
long time satisfactory relations, The com- 
mittee said the men did not want to strike, 
but, on the contrary, wanted to continue 
in the steady service of the company, 
What they wanted was some assurance 
that they would not be called upon to do the 
work of men who had gone on strike. Mr. 
Wiliiams assured them they would be re- 
quired to do nothing that was not in the con- 
tract with the company. The men asked 
about the probability that non-union brake- 
men would be put on their train. Mr. Will- 
iams said they would not be asked to go out 
on the road with incompetents, and that so 
soon as any of the train crew demonstrated 
their incom nce they would not 
be used. committee reported to 
the 100 men, and an agreement 
was entered into on the basis of this confer- 
ence with the General Manager, which means 
that the engineers and firemen of the Vandalia 
will continue loyal to the company. 

The Chicago and Eastern Illinois sent two 
trains north, but itis doubtful if an attempt 
will be made to run into Chicago. No trains 
came from the north today. Big Four 
local men are still out. The men at Mattoon 
are at work and as that isa division point the 
passenger trains are running on regular time.

BETTER TRAIN SERVICE AT ST. LOUIS, 


Railroads Moving Freight and Passengers 
«Injunctions Issued by the Court. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., July 6.—[Special.}—The 
railroads report the strike situation improv- 
ing in St. Louis. Passenger trains are now 
moving both in and out. with practically their 
usual regularity and in every case with full 
equipment, The morning trains got away to- 
day without difficulty, and so faras the pas- 
senger service is concerned St. Louis may be 
said to be in a normal condition excepting, 
perhaps, the Kansas City trains on the Alton 
road, which are still subject to the delay od 
casioned by the trouble at the Slater (Mo.) 
Division points. Freight traffic is growing 
better, too, and mort trains, comprising a 
larger number of loaded cars, are reported to 
have been handled the last twenty-four hours. 
Nearly all the roads have succeeded in clear- 
ing up such freight as they have on hand. 

Interest centered today in the legal pro- 
ceedings in the Federal Court. An omnibus 
injunction was applied for at 10 a.m. Five 
strikers arrested at Bird's Point were held in 
the sum of $2,000 each to answer for inter- 
fering with the mails. Thirty-five United 
States Deputy Marshals were sworn in. War- 
rants were issued for seven strikers for in- 
terfering with mails at Moberly. No dis- 
turbances occurred in this city. 

At 1 p. m. Judge Thayer issued the omni- 
bus injunction against all interference with 
trains and bringing within Federal jurisdic. 
tion any of the acts described in the law. The 
injunction is sweeping in its character. A 
United States Deputy Marshal started for 
Moberly tonight armed with a Federal 
warrant tor the arrest of Thomas Damerman, 
Sheriff of Rendolph County. warrant 


was issued this afternoon by Commissioner 


Crawford on information filed by Judge 
Blodgett, general soliettor of the Wabash 
railroad. e is charged with conspiring with 
others to interfere with and obstruct the 
movement of trains on the Wabash that carry 
United States mails. As soon as arrested he 
will be taken to Hannibal for exdmination 
before Commissioner Theis. The railroad 
people say Sheriff Damerman has from the 
beginning of their troubles stood in with the 
strikers at Moberly, and that in defiance of 
all propriety he has sworn in as Deputy Sher- 
iffs upward of 100 striking Wabash em- 
ployés. 

The Texas and Colorado mail on the Frisco 
road did not go out ontimetoday. The fire- 
man quit work and no one could be found to 
take his place. At 2:15 o’clock this after- 
noon the conference between Supt. Went- 
worth of the Frisco and the firemen came to 
a close in an amicable settlement by which 
the Frisco is relieved of any danger of the 
firemen striking. The through mail train 
which should have gone out at 8:24 o'clock 
this morning went shortly before 3, following 
the above settlement. 

At the strikers’ headquarters the men 
laughed at Judge Thayer’s injunction. The 
burden of their remarks was: “The court 
can’t make us work if we don’t want to.“

Some of the Lines Notify the Municipal 
Amthorities They Propose to Hold Chi- 
cago Liable for the Heavy Damage ta 
Their Property Debs’ Insurrection 
May Thus Drain Millions of Dollars 
from TaxpayerseText of the Statute 
Under Which Action Will Be Brought. 


When Dictator Debs’ insurrection shall 
have finally been subdued those who joined 
it, particularly the misguided men who hap- 
pen to own property, will find a serious sub- 
ject for contemplation in the question of dam- 
ages, A few of the railroads yesterday noti- 
fied the city authorities they propose to 
hold the city) liable for the loss of 
their property. It is impossible as 
yet to estimate the amount that has disap- 
peared in flames kindled by the strikers and 
their sympathizing friends. Before they are 


millions of dollars’ worth of property may 
have been destroyed. It will all have to be 
paid for and the taxpayers will have to bear 
the burden. It will fall heaviest upon those 
men who by economy and hard work have ac- 
cumulated small amounts of real estate and 
built for themselves homes. 

The statute under which the railroads will 
bring their suits for damages was passed in 
1887. It was framed upon the Pennsylvania 
law under which the Pennsylvania railroad 
collected enormous damages from the County 
of Alleghany for losses inflicted upon it in the 
strike of 1877. The Pennsylvania law stood 
the test of the Supreme Court of that State. 
While no actions similar to those which will 
be commenced have ever been brought under 
the Ilhnois law, competent lawyers say it is 
unquestionably sound. It is sufficiently - in- 
teresting at this moment to print in full. 


What the Law Says. 


It is entitled 
An Ac? to indemnify the owners of property for 
damages occasion mobs and riots. Ap- 
pore June 15, 1887. In force July 1, 1887. 
it enacted by the People of the State of IIli- 
nois, represen in the General — ** 
Sec That whenever any building or 


real or personal property except property in 
transit shall be destroyed or injured in conse- 
quence of any mob or riot composed of twelve or 
more persons, the city, or, if not in a city, then 
the county in which such property was destroyed, 
shall be liable to an action by or in behalf of the 
party whose property was thus destroyed or 
injured, for three-fourths of the damages sus- 
tained by reason thereof. 

Sec. 2. Such action may be brought in the form 
of an action on the case or other appropriate ac- 
tion and whenever any final judgment shail be 
secured against any such 2 county in any 
such action the amount shall be paid in due 


course as in the case of other judgments. 


No person or incorporation shall be en- 
titled to recover in any action if it shall appear 
on the trial thereof that such destruction or in- 
jury of property was occasioned or ia any way 
ai or permitted by the careless- 
ness, negiect, or wrongful acts of sich person 
or corporation; nor shall any person or corpora- 
tion be entitled to recover any damages for any 
destruction or injury of property as aforesaid 
unless such person shall have used reason- 
able r to prevent such damage, 
Sec. 4.

the rignt power to enforce and collect such 
judgment or claim, and when such city or county 


shall have been reimbursed the money so paid by 
it, such portion of such judgment or judgments 
or claim or claims remaining unpaid shall then 
revert to and become the property of the original 
owner thereof, and such owner shall have the 
right to enforce and collect the same. 

Sec, 5. It shall be lawful for the city or county 
against which a judgment or judgments for 
damagps shail be recoverable under the provis- 
ions of this act to bring an action or actions 
against any person or persons 1 ＋ or in any 
manner participating in said mob or riot for the 
recovery of the amouut of said judgment or jude- 
ments and costs, and such action shall not abate 
or fail by reason of too many or too few persons 
defendant being named therein; the same shail to 
all intents and purposes be treated as an action of 
trespass brought by the owners of such property, 
exceptithat the statute of limitations as to such 
action shall aot begin to run against said city or 
county until its liability is fixed by judgment as 
hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. No action shall be maintained under the 
provisions of this act by any person or corpora- 
tion whose property shall have been destroyed or 
injured as aforesaid uuless notice of claim for 
damages be presented to such city or county 
within thirty days after such loss or damage 
occurs, and such action shall be brought within 
twelve months after such destruction or injury 
occurs, but nothing in this act shall be con- 
strued hs authorizing any recovery by the United 
States, the State of Illinois, or any county forthe 
destruction of or injury to property by mobs or 
riot. 

Sec. 7. Any city or county may settle with and 
pay the owner of any such property the damages 
so sustained, and any such city or county which 
shall have paid any sum uuder the provisions of 
this aet, whether by voluntary settlement or 
otherwise, may recover the same with all costs 
paid by it from any or ali the persons engaged in 
the destruction or injury of property so paid for. 

The law is clear. It means that the rail- 
roads may recover from the city or county 
three-quarters of the damages they have sus- 
tained. Inthe first paragraph of the law an 
exception is made of property in transit. 


City Must Pay the Fiddler, 


James F. Meagher of Winston & Meagher 
said last night that this exception meant noth- 
ing. Property in transit pays no taxes and 
for that reason the words were inserted,”’ said 
he.

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| Arthur Hoch Clough’s Poems. 

The volume of selections from Arthur Hugh 
Cl % poems (Macmillan’s Golden Treas- 
ury es) is nartichlarly welcome at this 
time when the art and the faith of Tennyson 
are being discussed on both sides of the 
Atlantic. Clough was the friend of 
Matthew Arnold, and it was his death at 
the age of 42 that was the occasion 
of Arnold's fine threnecdy, Thyrsis.“ 
Like Tennyson Clough was greatly influenced 
by Oxford religious movement, but in a 
different way. ‘hile Tennyson clung to 
congefvatism in religion, despite the doubts 
and questionings of his age, which ge so 
pathetically expressed, Clough drifted toward 
agnpeticism. He found evidences of 
Christianity insufficiént, ana whatever his 
pangs were he did not try 
to Te othe them with spiritual opiates. 
The mental conflict he passed through is 
reflected in his earlier poems, His verses 
would perhaps be lent in their gloom, 
but for the love nature which shines

Reading in the Train Is One of the Worst 
of Them. 

An eminent oculist declares that typewrit- 
ing has an injurious éffect on the eyes. 

The operator is obliged to glance inces- 
santly back and forth from the keyboard to 
the sharthand notes and this is a muscular ex- 
ercise of the most fatiguing sort. For this rea- 
son, the oculist. says, it. is desirable for type- 
writers to cultivate a familiarity with the key- 
board similar to that possessed by the accom- 
plished pianist with the keyboard of his in- 
strument, so that it will be necessary to look 
at the keys as little as possible. 

While the injury. that may tesult to the eyes 
of a hard-working typewritist who is not sure 
of her fingers and her keys is not to be re- 
garded too lightly, it is not likely to be near as 
serious as that resulting from the practice in- 
dulged in by so many in these days of rail- 
road travel of persistent readi on trains. 
This practice is most trying on those delicate 
muscles that regulate: the shape of the eyes’ 
lenses and so affect the focaligatiou of the or- 
gan. The danger is greatest, of course, on 
those railroads whose ballasting is imperfect 
and whose rails are roughly laid, produemg 
much jarring and consequent rapid changing 
of the distance between the eyes the

railroad reading habit are so affected as to 
focus at different distances, and then his suf- 
ferings are most acute, and though much re- 
lief may be afforded by the treatment of a 
skilled practitioner, not ing buta ntinu- 
ance of the habit will afford a perfect cure.

SENATOR PALMER REPUDIATES THE 
DASTARDLY ALTGELD. 


Although the action of Gov. Palmer in 
1871 in protesting against the sending of . 
United States troops here to protect Federal 
property after the fire was what inspired the 
Anarchist Altgeld to write his impudent iet- 


ter to the President demanding the with- 


drawal of Federal troops and alleging falsely 
that he had maintained peace in Illinois, 
Senator Palmer is prompt in his repudiation 
of Altgeld. He is too intelligent or too 
shrewd to sanction what Altgeld has done. 
And while he does not admit that he made a 
mistake in 1871, he is outspoken in bis 
declaration that Altgeld is utterly in the 
wrong now. 

Senator Palmer says that it was not neces- 
tary to send troops here in 1871 because the 
State was entirely able to preserve the peace, 
and was doing so. He says that such is not 
the case now. That statement every IIIIi- 
noisan knows to be true. The Senator is cor- 
rect in saying: 

Had the Governor of the State, Altgeld, done 
his duty be could have maintaine’i order in Chi- 
cago as woll as in all other parts af the State. 
Had he done his duty he could have maintained 
free commerce between the States so far as it do- 
pends upon the action of a single State. At pres- 
ent the fruit products of Southern Illinois are 
detained and decaying, and the hogs and cattie 
of the farmers are delayed on their way to mar- 
ket because Gov. Altgeld has not enforced the 
laws. Heshould have enforced them by all the 
means the Oonstitation confers upon him, and 
made the interference of the Federal authorities 
unnecessary. If force was needed he should have 
employed it, for he is Commander-in- -Chief, and 
he should have maintained free communication 
between all parts of the State, no matter what it 
cost, and allowed no interference with com- 
merce. He having failed in his duty, necessarily, 
but most unhappily, devolves upon the United 
States Government the duty of protecting com- 
merce between the States. The State government 
having failed to enforce its own laws the United 
States Government is compelled to enforce its 
laws governing the postal service and inter-State 
commerce. 

Senator Palmer believes the State ought to 
Mave preserved the peace. It having failed to 
do so he looks on the intervention of the Fed- 
eral authorities as proper and necessary; and 
he is intensely disgusted with Altgeld, whose 
incompetence or sympathy with anarchistic 
ideas has paralyzed the executive power of the 
State. Senator Palmer’s theory is that the 
State Should be active and energetic, and 
leave as little as possible for the General Gov- 
ernment todo. Altgeld’s theory is that the 
State should be as impotent as he can make 
it, and that even when it faile to discharge its 
manifest duty the General Government must 
not intervene to enforce Federal la ws zt are 
trodden under foot. 

Palmer believes in an efficient State gov- 
ernment. Altgeld believes in no government, 
Were Palmer Governor now he would have 
been in Chicago long before this. He would 
have come when the trouble began to be seri- 
ous. He wouid not have waited for a message 
from the Mayor or the Sheriff: He would 
have come forthwith, and he would have taken 
pride enough in the honor of his State to stop 
the rioting at the outset even if he had to call 
out every State guardsman to do it. Tun

ALTGELD’S DISPATCH TO CLEVELAND. 

The shameless Governor of Illinois has de- 
manded of the President of the United States 
that he remove from that portior of the terri- 
tory of the United States known as [Illinois 
the Federal troops ordered there at the re- 
quest of the United States judiciary for the 
purpose of enforcing obedience to United 
States laws, which apply to Chicago just as 
much as they do to any other part of the 
United States, and which it is the duty of the 
President and the courts to enforce here as it 
is elsewhere. 

No such impudent demand has been made 
since Southern Governors, sympathizing with 
the secession rebellion in 1861, called on 
President Lincoln to withdraw United States 
troops from their States—troops ordered there 
to enforce obedience to the faws of the United 
States. 

Following are laws of the United States 
specifying certain offenses which are triable 
in United States courts: 

Every combination or conspiracy in restraint of 
trade or commerce among the several States, or 
with foreign nations, is hereby declared to be 
illegal. Every person who shail engage in any 
such combination or conspiracy shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
$5.000 or by imprisonment not exceeding. one 
year, or by both said punishments, in the discre- 
tion of the court. The several Circuit Courts of 
the United States are hereby invested with juris- 
diction to prevent and restrain violations of this 
act; ahd it shall be the duty of the several Dis- 
trict-Attorneys of the United States in their re- 
spective districts, under the direction of the At- 
torney-General, to institute proceedings in equity 
to prevent and restrain such violations. 

If two or more persons in any Stato or Terri- 
tory conspire to overthrow, put down, or to de- 
stroy by force the Government of the United 
States ; or to levy war against them; to oppose by 
force the authority thereof, or by fores to pre- 
vent, hinder, or delay the execution of any law of 
the United States, or by force to seize, take. or 
possess any property of the United States con- 
trary to the authority thereof, each of them shall 
be punished by a ine of not less than $500 and 
not more than $5,000, or by imprisonment with 
or without hard labor fora period of not less than 
siz months nor more than six years, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment. 

All these provisions of the statutes have 
been violated in the State of IIlinois repeat. 
ediy and notoriously by the dupes of Debs. 
As the Marshals acting under the orders of 
the court cannot stop these violations it is the 
bounden duty of the President under his 
official oath to see the la ws enforced, to use the 
military to stop them, He is not obliged to 
ask the consent of Gov. Altgeld to secure 
obedience tu Federal laws. The President

In the present instance nothing has been 
done and nothing ordered which the most cap- 
tious critic can condemn as any invasion of State 
rights. The action of the National Executive has 
been simply atid exclusively directed to the en- 
forcement of the United States laws, the execu- 
tion of the orders and processes of the United 
States courts. and the prevention of any obstruc- 
tions of the United States mails. The notion that 
the territory of any State is too sacred to permit 
the exercise thereon by the United States Gov- 
ernment of any of its legitimate functions never 
had any legal existen¢e, and asa rule of conduct 
became practically extinct with the close of the 


civil war. 
It is true that the acts committed by the 


rioters have made them amenable to State 
laws ag well as national ones. They have 
broken State laws by interfering with trains 
and attacking or intimidating railroad em- 
ployés. The offenders have committed two 
distinct sets of offenses against two jurisdic: 
tions. But the fact that they have broken 
State laws makes it none the less the duty of 
the United States courts and the Executive to 
stop the strikers from breaking Federal laws 
relative to inter-State commerce and the 
transportation of the mails. 

If Altgeld had done his duty and put down 
the rioters there would have been little for 
the United States courts and nothing for the 
President to do; but Gov. Altgeld has beea 
shamefully derelict. Senator Palmer says: 
„Had the Governor of the State, Altgeld, 
„done his duty he could have maintained 
order in Chicago. He could have main- 
‘tained free com merce between the States eo 
„far as it depends upon the action of a single 
State. | 

And yet this amazing falsifier named Alt- 
geld telis the President that all is peaceful in 
Illinois; that there have been only a few little 
local disturbances, but nothing serious, noth- 
ing which makes it worth while to send troops 
here! He sends such a message as that to a 
President who is in hourly reeeipt of the riot 
news and who knows that 
more inter-State commerce has been crippled 
and the mails delayed owing to the existence 
of unlawful combinations against the United 
States in this State; yet Altgeld's lying let- 
ter, which begins with this glaring false- 
hood, ends with the demand that United 
States troops shall instantly leave the sa- 
cred soil of Illinois.

The Governor of this State, in his insolent

THE CITY “MUST FOOT THE DEBS RIOT 
g BILLS, 

During thé riots which preceded the hay- 
market murders considerable property was 
destroyed, notably the stock of a West Side 
druggist. The injured parties, as the law 
stood then, could recover nothing for their 
losses etbept from the unknown and irre- 


sponsible rioters who caused them. There- 


fore at the next session of the Legislature a 
law: was passed the essential provisions of 
which are as follows: 

That whenever any building or other real 
or personal property. except property in 
transit, shall be destroyed or injured in con- 
sequence, of any mob or riot composed of 
twelve of more persons, the city, or county, 
it not within a.city, shall be liable to an ac- 
tion by or in behalf of the party whose prop-. 
erty was thus destroyed or injured for three- 
fourths of the damages sustained by reason 
thereof. 

Such action may be brought in the form 


of an action on the case or other appropriate 


achon, amd whenever any final judgment 
shall be secured against any such city in any 
such action the same shall be pa d in due 
course as in the case of other judgments. 

No person or corporation shall be entitled 
to recover in any such action if it shall ap- 
pear on the trial thereof that such destruction 
or injury of property was occasioned, or in 
any way aided, sanctioned, or permitted by the 
carelessness, neglect, or wrongful act of such 
person of corporation; nor shall any person 
or corporation be entitled to recover any 
damages for any destruction or injury of 
property as aforesaid, unless such party shall 
have used all reasonable diligence to prevent 
such damage. 

Other sections of the bill provide that the 
person injured shall still have his right to 
sue those who did the damage it he can find 
them, and that if the parties are responsible 
and he dbes not sue the city eau do so, and 
thus get back the money it paid him. 

A law like this was in force in Pennsylvania 
in 1877, and under it the City of Pittsburg 


and County of Allegheny were muicted in 
several millions damages for property de- 


ste ved in the riots of that year. There has

ns of the value of the property it allows 
to be destroyed. Next year’s appropriation 
bill will havea big item for riot damages 
which the: taxpayers will have to make good. 
‘ Policemen who own houses and pay taxes 
should bear in mind the fact that when they 
allow property to be destroyed by rioters they 
ha ve to help pay for it. When they disperse 
mobs before they do any mischief they are 
protecting their own property as well as that 
of d@thers. It is money in their pockets 
to keep the rioters from doing any mischief. 


WHY SOME RAILROADS ARE PARALYZED 

That persistent and cumulative falsifier 
who is unhappily the Governor of this State 
tells the President that some of our rail- 
roads are paralyzed, not by reason of 
[strikers] obstructions, but because they can- 
not get men to operate their trains.“ Why 
cannot they put at work all the men they 
need and more? Because a man who is will- 
ing and Anxious to work for the Lake Shore, 
the Rock Island, the Illinois Central, for in- 
stance, knows that he is taking his life in his q 
hands when he gets on an engine or attempts 
to turn aswitch. He knows perfectly well 
that he will not get efficient protection; that 
he will be stoned, and wounded with other 
missiles, dragged from his post and beaten 
or trampled under foot. He knows that 
there is no more cruel fate than 
to fall into the hands of a _ crazy 
mob, and he is not to be blamed for refusing 
to face death in that form. Some of the rail- 
road men who have gone on working and 
confrontmg rioters while Altgeld was sitting 
in the Governor’s office telegraphing lies to 
the President, saying there was no trouble in 
this State, have shown more bravery 
than the soldiers, For they confronted peril 
with no arms in their hands. If the riotous 
mobs had been swept away by order of Gov.’ 
Altgeld the railway companies would have put 
to work at once men enough to run all their 
trains—freight and passenger and mall. But 
men do not propose to be stoned to death or 
brained with coupling pins because Gov. Alt- 
geld fails to do his duty, The roads are par- 
alyzed! by mob violence and Altgeld impo- 
tence, and nothing else. Suppress those 
causes and the employés to run the trains will 
be forthcoming at once, 


THE MAYOR’S PROMISED ACTION. 

Mayor Hopkins has at last risen to sothe re- 
alization of his duty in the present crisis. It 
is to be deplored he has been so slow in ar- 
riving at the decision that he will do his duty 
and help to secure peace, order, and respect 
for law in Chicago; but now that he has re- 
solved to act vigorously it will be the duty of 
every good citizen to encourage and aid him.

T STRENGTHEN THE GOLD ) RESERVE. 
New York Bulletin is entitied to the 
credit of having persistently urged upon busi- 
ness-mén and Congress the imperative need 
for reform in our currency system. It apeaks 
of the present situation as a dangerous one. 
The Sherman act of four years ago made no 
provision for an increase in the gold reserve 
to meet the increase in the volume of ‘obliga- 

tions made payable in that metal. The 100 
millions set apart by Treasury usage as re- 
serve was only 29 per cent of the greenback 
notes, and was totally insufficient for such a 
large volume of notes having a legal tender 
quality and serving for reserves of the banks 
and.as a tender in payment of customs duties. 
Yet’ it was decreed in 1890 that this 


riot when the mob first showed ite 


slender guarantee must bear the strain 
of an indefinite further amount of 
obligations. True, the Sherman act 


provided that the notes issued under it 


might be redeemed in gold or silver at the 


discretion of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
but also it declared it to be the established 

icy of the United States to maintain the 
two métals on a parity with each -other upon 
the present legal ratio, or such ratio as may 
be provided by law.” The Bulletin says 
+ such legislation was madness; and the fact 
that Congress could adopt it is enough to 
damn the credit of the country for a genera- 
tion. 

The von servative bankers of Europe showed 
whatthes thought of it by immediately send- 
ing hame vast quantities of our securities, 
and e#er.since then have dealt in them with 
sensitive misgivings. Numerous. intelligent 
bankers and capitalists in this country es- 
chewed new undertakings and long commit- 
ments; perceiving the steady approach of a 
crisis when gold would be preferred to legal 
tender paper. Foreign bankers having bal- 
antes in the United States were actuated by a 
similar caution. With such a feeling pervad- 
ing thé minds of the great custodians of capi- 
tal it fequired but a spark to touch off the ex- 
plosive distrust which gradually bad accumu- 
lated tinder the workings of the silver act. A 
brisk demand for gold to go abroad was the 
kind of fuse to do the work, and the business 
world now knows the effects of the exports of 
the yellow metal which started at the begin- 
ning of 1893. 

For the first time since the resumption of 
specie payments there ensued a brisk discrim- 
ination against the government as chief cus- 
todiad of our stock of gold. European bank- 
ers felt the rising apprehension and wanted 
their balances that were resting in New York. 
The banks felt the force of the situation and 
sought to protect themseives by diverting to 
the Treasury the export demand for gold. The 
ensuiig run on the Treasury depleted its 
stock: to 65 millions or only 13 per cent 
of the amount of its circulation of 500 
millions of notes. This was the first warning 
exhibition of the workings of the note clause 
in the Sherman act. The second has been al- 
most an exact repetition of it. Four months 
ago the government borrowed 58 million dol- 
lars to replenigh its reserve, part of this to be 
tepaid in the shape of interest. That fund 
has been drained down to a little over 60 
millions, and easily might have been lessened 
another 15 or 20 millions but for the protect- 
ive intervention of the banks. The gold reserve 
does hot now much exceed one-third of the 
amount of the Treasury notes alone, without 
taking account of the 347 millions of green- 


backe and the bank note circulation which 


also Has to be sustained at par. The reserve 
is but about 12 per cent of the direct paper 
lia bili while the law demands that the na- 


tional banks in the reserve cities shall have a | 


protective reserve of not less than 25 per 
cent. Is thé credit of the nation of less im- 
portance than that of the banking corpora- 
tions which it authorizes to do business? 

The issue of another lot of bonds may seem 
to be imperative, especially as there is now 
some doubt in regard to the passage of the new 
tariff bill, and whether or not that measure 
becomes a law little gold will be paid into the 
Treasury under present arrangements. Some. 
thing ought to be done, and that speedily, 
The Nation hardly can afford to wait for the 
slow moving processes of legislating along 
supposed party lines for tariff changes. It 
has been suggested as advisable that Congress 
be asked to enact that a certain proportion 
(say three-fourths) of the import duties be 
paid in gold, and some who have thought

Why Tariff Conferences Sheuld Represent 
the Spirit of the House. 

Wasuineroy, D. C., July 6.—In connection 
with the appointment of the tariff conferrees 
Representative Tom L. Johnson of Olio 
sounds a note of warning. He made the fight 
in the House on the iron schedule, and, befare 
that event, was instrumental in framing the 
tariff reform plank of the platform. He has 
returned after an absence of some weeks to 
renew the fight, but he says the House may 
have its hands tied at the outset by the con- 
ference committee. 

There is a tremendous power in a confer- 
ence committee which few men out of Can- 
gress understand, said Mr. Johnson. II is 
this power which makes the selection of the 
House conferrees all-important on the future 
of the bill. The power lies in this: If the 
conferrees report several items of agreement 
the House must pass upon them as a whole 
and not separately. It is Always possilile, 
therefore, so to combine items that those 
which the House wants will carry through 
those which it does not want. The House is 
never able to vote on any specific item as a 
naked proposition. 

I don’t mean to say, added Mr, Johnsen, 
“that the House confprrees will thus tie the 
hands of the House, bi they have the power 
to do it, and they might have the inclination 
if there was a strong public pressure to end 
the struggle and get through. For that 
reason it is essential to have House conferrees 
who represent the House in spirit as well as 
in letter. With such a committee specific|re- 
ports will be müde on sugar, iron, coal, wool, 
cotton, ete., so that the House can get at each 
naked proposition. In short, the House is to 
be in the hands of its conferrees, instead of the 
conferrees in the hands of the House, so that 
it behooves us to see at the ‘outset that the 
conferrees are right.“ 


TARSNEY MAY BE ON THE COMMITTEE, 


Indications That Speaker Crisp Intends to 
Turn Down MeMillin. 

Wasnineron, D. C., July 6.—Speaker Crisp 
will announce the names of the seven Hause 
conferrees on the tariff bill tomorrow. His ac- 
tion is awaited with intense eagerness, as it is 
recognized the personnel of this committee 
will probably be decisive in determining the 
conflict between the Senate and House and in 
fixing the ultimate form of the act. 

Mr. Crisp is keeping his own counsel and 
has given no intimation as to the four Dem- 
ocrats on the conference. But there is a 
growing belief that he will create some 
surprises, If precedent were followed the 
S peaker would name the first four members 
of the Ways and Means cémmittee—Wilson, 
McMillin, Turner, and Montgomery. It is 
said that Chairman Wilson will recommiend 
that the four be named in accordance with 
custom. Buta well-founded report is current 
that the names as finally announced will not 
include Mr. McMillin, and will include Mr. 
Tarsney. Mr. McMillin is best to Mr. Wil- 
son on thecommittee, while Mr. Tarsney is the 
last one of the Demoeratie members, so that 
the selection would be effected by pagsing 
over the heads of six Democrats besides Mr. 
MeMillin. In this, however, it is said Mr. 
Crisp would be guided by policy rather than 
by tradition. Mr. Tarsney’s selection would 
put a Northern Democrat on the committee, 
while an adherence to custom would leave 
the Democratic conferrees solidly Southern.

CONCILIATION BEFORE ARBITRATION 


Advice of the “Skandinaven” to Employ- 
ers and Emploves. 

The following is taken from the Chicago 
Skandinaven: 

„The greatest railroad strike in the history of 
this country was settled--not by arbitration, as 
has been generally asserted, but by conciliation 
supplemented by arbitration. The difference, in 
the present instance, is as essential as is the dif- 
ference between failure aud success. Arbitra- 
tion was repeatedly propogéd and urged as the 
best means of ending the struggle, but was as 
often rejected, But when the parties to the con- 
test were induced to meet face to face before a 
committee of representative men couhseling 
peace and moderation the points at issue be- 
tween them were disposed of one by, bee, and 


with surprising ease. Almost before ew 
it they were clasping bands. The fin of the 


Committee of Arbitration only their 
agreement, beyond which but 
little for the committee to do. 

That arbitration has been an effective and suc- 


cessful means of adjusting industrial differences 
noone will attempt to deny. Yet arbitration 
pure and simple lacks the essential elements of 
peace making, and this inherent weakness in the 
system was brought into consvicuous promi- 
nence during the contest on the Great Northern 
railway. The matter is taken out of the hands of 
the parties directly concerned, who, for this very 
reason, accept a decree of arbitration as an edict 
of compulsion. If they bow to it their, submis- 
sion is apt to be reluctant and sullen. It is self- 
evident that in such instances a permanent set- 
tlement is not effected, even if peaceful relations 
are restored for the time ne. 

This inherent weakness in the system is the real 
source of the distrust of arbitration which is so 
frequently manifested by employers and work- 
ingmen. Arbitration is either rejected ontright 
with the explanation that there is nothing to 
arbitrate.”’ or propositions for arbitration are 
accepted by /me side with reservations which pre- 
clude acceptance by the other. This also was 
clearly illustrated during the contest between 
the Groat Northern railway and the A. R. U. 

“Conciliation” is not open to any of these 
objections. This method of peace- making goes 
to the very root of the difficulty. It puts the 
contestants upon their good behavior, as it were, 
and appeals to their reason and of fair 
play. It eliminates every element of distrust 
and induces to frankness and open 2 me 
because it leaves the matter entire 
in the hands of the contestants. The 
only compulsory feature about a process of con- 
ciliation in a matter seriously involving the com- 
munity at large, is that the parties gnust reason 
together before a body of men representing the 
public—in other words, in the sight and bearing 
of the public, which always is a irty to 
industrial controversies. The effect of. this is to 
repress prejudice and every tendeney to rancor 

bitterness, and. on the other hand, to im- 
press the contestants with a. sense of their duties 
to the public. Misunderstandings are brushed 
aside the real points at issue are divested of all 
irrelevant and disturb elements: common 
sense and fair play are given free and full swing. 
A settlement reached in this way and under su 
conditions is a real and permanent adjustment of 
the controversy, because it is an act of the free 
will of the contesting parties. 


DICTATOR DEBS AS A LEGISLATOR. 


Remembered as a Fussy Member, Intent 
Upon Stirring Up Things. 

Indianapolis Journal: Dictator Debs was a 
member of the Indiana Legislatuse of 1885, 
elected as a Democrat and workingmen’s 
candidate from Terre Haute. He wanted to 
be Chairman ef the Cammittee on Railroads, 
but failed to get that position. He was, how. 
ever, made a member of the committee and 
Chairman of the Committee on Corporations. 
He is remembered es a fussy member, re- 
markable more for his activity in trying to 


stir things up than for any achievement. 
the Democratic member from Vigo County 
he was assigned by the Democratic caucus to 
the duty of placing Senator Voorhees in nom- 
ination for reélectson. His speech on this oc- 
casion was highly eulagistic of Mr. Voorhees, 
who seemed to be Debs’ beau ideal of à states- 
man. Following is an extract: | 

It cannot be expected that the people, however 
intelligent and sincere, will always seeure for 

laces of great responsibility men distinguished 
or talent, energy, cou , and virtue, but such 
great and good fortune is often bestowed, and 
when obtained the people, if qualified te appre- 
ciate the blessing, will unite in a patriotic de- 
termination to perpetmate it. In the 
manth of November, 1877, James D. Williams, 
then Governor of Indjana, appointed Daniel W, 
Voorhees as the successor of Oliver P.“ Morton, 
deceased, to represent Indiana in the United 
States Senate. The name and fame of M n 
had filled the land. His great abilities” had 
made him the leader of his party in the Senate. 
It was thought to be ne ordinary responsibility 
to occupy the place made vacant the death of 
Morton. It was deemed a herculean task to 
maintain the advanced position of the State, 
which the admirers of Mr. Morton claimed was 
due to his masterly powers, but, sir, I da but re- 
peat the truth of bistory when I Say „as soon 
as opportunity offered, Mr. Voorhees came to the 
frent in a speech which electrified the Nation by 
the profundity of its statesmanship, the m ty 
of its grasp, and the overwhelming power of its 
arguments and elognence. 

There was a good deal more of this fulsome 
eulogy, and Mr. Voorhees was represented as 
the embodiment of all public and political 
virtues. The speech was not as flowery as the 
celebrated effort of the Hon. J. H. Willard in 
nominating Voorhees on a later occasion, but 
the orator soared as High as his wings would 
carry him. He reached terra flrinz safely 
and remained there during the rest of the ses- 
sion, posing as a workingman and voting with 

Democrats. A biographical sketch of 
him which has been gomg the rounds says: 
“While in the Indiana. Legislature he se- 
eured the passage of several laws in the in- 
terest of labor.“ This is not trae. The only 
acts.passed by the Legislature of 1885 affect- 
ing labor were one amending the mechanics’ 
lien law and one reguiring corporations to 
pay their employés monthly, and the record 
does not show that Debs had anything to do 
with either of these acts except to vote for 
them. 2 


Federal Control Over Railways aud Thelr 
Employes. 

Federal intervention is a step more dangerous 
than any strike could be. If this doctrine pre- 
vails and Federal intervention is insisted upon, 
onthe ground that railroads are perform.ng a 
semi-public service, and that consequently _ rail- 
road employés are quasi-public servants, then 
the interference should not be by a legal quibble. 
The government should act frankly and straight- 
forwardly and accept the full consequences of 
the position it assumés. If operating: railroads 
is a pubiic service and railroad men are public 
servants in any sense that can justify Federal 
control of their acts, then the Federal Govern- 
ment must not only protect the railroad 
companies against their employés when there is 
a quarrel between them—it must also protect the 
employés in all their rights and privileges as 
public servants.—Neui York World. 

That is just it; and because for one thing Fed- 
eral interference now makes toward the end of 
government recogni of the body of railway 
em ployés as an essential part of the railway serv- 
ice in ite relations to the public, we are glad to 
see it. The time has gone by when the railways 
can be considered as performing otherwise than 
a quasi-public service unsubject to close govern- 
ment supervision and regulation. Step by step 
for thirty years the government, State and na- 
onal, has been extending a controlling hand 
over the roads. These steps will mot be retraced. 
The whole logic of our industrial development 
makes in the other direction. The time has now 
come when the relations

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The Duty of All Good Citizens. 

New York Sun: The duty of all men in this 
crisis is clear. They should range themselves on 
the side of law and order; They should do all 
that lies in their power to prevent me intimida- 
tion of persons or corporations carrying on a 
lawful trade. They should make every effort to 
uphold the law which is established to give 
peace and security to live and work: -They 
should discountenance rioting, whatever the pre- 
text put forward for it. They should offer their 
services, whenever practicabie, as Deputy Sheriffs 
or Deputy Marshals, to aid_in suppressing vio- 
lence and restoring the supremacy of civil law. 
Those who have been elected or appointed peace 
officers in the districts over which the insurrec- 
tion extends have an additional duty impoz.d 
upon them by their oaths. The Governor of Illi- 
nois, the Mayor of Chicago, ‘the Judges, the 
Magistrates, and all that are in authority should 
either act up to the full responsibilities of their 
office or make place for better men. They were 
chosep to preserve the laws inviolate, they have 
sworn to execute the laws, they hold their com- 
missions from the whole people and not from any 
particular party or section; it is time that they 
should quit themselves like men. 


Outside Interference.

Edible Weeds 555 Plants That Receive Too 
Little Attention from Growers, 
Any new ways of dressing vegetables and 


salads tor the table deserve attention for se. 
eral reasons, among others the rapid increase. 


in the number of persons adoptmg vegetari- 
anism, who therefore desire a larger variety 
in this form of diet, and the growing desire 
on all sides for novelties for the table that 
will prove alike agreeable to the palate, satis-

As to the varieties of plants from which 
early salads can be made there are numbers 
quite unknown to the ordinary cook and cat- 
erer; such as wooddrift, young primrose 
leaves, cowslip leaves, nettles, dandelion 
leaves, sorrel, nasturtium leaves, vine leaves, 
clover, land cress. and so many others that it 
is. impossible to give a full list. 

Wooddrift grows in rockeries, and is often 
to be found on the borders of lawns or car- 
riage drives. in appearance it resembles the 
shamrock, but the leaf is larger and of an 
acid flavor. It can be used both for salads 
and also as a pretty and novel garnish. 

For spring salad arrange a border of young 
dandelion leaves around the edge of a white 
china shallow dish, then one of primrose leaves, 
next a row of nettle sboots, another of sorrel 
leaves, one of cowslip leaves, and lastly, tufts 
of land cress (ladies smock); surmount the 
whole with a hillock of wooddrift sprays. 
Scatter a pint of freshly skinned shrimps 
over all. Just before serving pour half a 
pint of well-made dressmg over the salad. 
Great care must be taken in the washing of 
these tender leaves; they should be immersed 
for some time in water, be carefully removed, 
and laid on a cloth to drain.

Perhaps the German female operat- 
ors have a harder time of it than do the 
Americans. At any rate, the American wom. 
en making a living as telegraphers don’t alto- 
gether agree with him. 

The manager of the operating rooms of the 
Western Union thinks that women are very 
well able to do the work of telegraphers, and 
he doesn’t believe that they are physically 
broken down by it. 

„It is a nervous work, he said, for both 
men and women, but I don’t think that it is 
any harder forthe women. Telegraph oper- 
ators do break down frequently, but they are 
usually the operators who burn the candle at 
both ends. They work overtime and they 
find recreation in dissipation. This, of course, 
applies chiefly to the mén. That scrt of life 
will break down the nerves of almost any 
man. 

„ With the women it is different, Their 
hours here are not so long as they would be ig 
a store or a factory. The work is lighter and 
pleasanter. Ihave never heard the women 
complain that it breaks down their nervous 
systems. There is a good deal of variety in 
it.

PLAN FOR AN IDEAL CHINA CLOSET. 


It Should Be Between Dining-Room and 
Kitchen and Have Pienty of Shelves, 

It should be built between the dining-room 
and the kitchen so that it can be entered un- 
observed when guests are at table. 

The shelves should not be more than four- 
teen inches wide and about nineteen inches 
apart, Where they are wider than this the 
tendency is to pile too many dishes upon 
them and they are apt to give way. There is 
no reason why we should cling to tradition 
and cover these shelves with white paper or 
muslin. Why should not corrugated rubber, 
such as has already found its way at the side 
of kitchen sinks. be introduced? There is a 
slight odor about this material, but china does 
not take it, and the chances of dishes slipping 
or breaking by falling upon the shelf wou 
be decreased 50 per cent. 

A serviceable device for use when plates 
are stood on end is to use a rope instead ofa 
cleat to hold them, and to fasten it at the 
corners and in the center by double-headed 
tacks driven down tightiy into the shelvee. 
Being slightly yielding, the plate is less apt to 
fall over from a sudden jar or a slight blow. 

When possible, glass should be stored by 
itself. In the mest modern houses cabinets 
are built in the dining-room for this purpose. 
The narrow side shelves found in most china- 
closets fre best for glasses. All drinking- 
glasses should be arranged in groups, and far 
enough apart so that there will be no confv- 
sion or mistake in bringing them out when 
needed. 

Where plates and saucers are piled one upon 
the other they should have rounds of felt or 
Canton flannel placed between them. There 
is an art in cutting these rounds, so much so 
that one man in New York finds steady em- 
ployment in supplying them. He is known 
to all the dealers, whe recommend him to 
their customers. The rounds should never 
come above the hollow of the plate. 


Hooks on which cups are hung should not 
shelf, } 


be screwed on the edge of the second 
but well underneath it. They should be tested 


from time to time, lest by the settling of. the 


house and of the shelves they might become 
loose. 

The second shelf should be about three 
inches narrower than the one beneath it, to 
admit of large dishes being lifted out safely. 
The upper shelves, unless used for large dish- 
es, may be flush with the second.
